DETAILED ACTION 

1 . All deficiencies with respect to 35 USC 1 12 2 nd Paragraph, and objections to the 
specification regarding 37 CFR 1.77(b) have been cured. 

2. Claims 7, 8, 10-19, and 24-26 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the 
alternative only, and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim.
